The oldest idea under the sun is despot­ 
ism, under all its names, including the ones 
currently used to describe 
despotism 
in 
Russia. 
A great fuss is being made about the 
Russian Communist party’s third statement 
of intentions since 190,1. This is like a party 
platform in U.S. politics—a place to stand 
when people are asking questions. The new­ 
est one, being made ready for official adop­ 
tion in October, says socialism in Russia 
stands for peace, prosperity, freedom, equal­ 
ity and world domination. It is expected 
to produce a heady reaction among Rus­ 
sians who take it literally, and it probably 
will do just that. 
Capitalism, it points out, is dying. Social 
ism is growing; capitalism is shrinking. So­ 
cialism’s program in the years ahead is 
to knock off capitalism and replace it with 
socialism. This is the kind of talk that 
gives us Americans the willies—and it should. 
But it shouldn’t choke us up to the point of 
losing our voices. We have a program too. 


OCR PROGRAM is to keep moving steadi­ 
ly toward a better life for everybody who 
denies that politicians have either a God- 
given right or a man-determined right to 
push around their fellow human beings. In 
the first part of our program, which made 
some vivid chapters of history, we destroyed 
the doctrine of a divine right of kings. In 


the second part, which is now in progress, 


we aim to destroy the doctrine of an abso­ 
lute right of dictators. 


Our belief in capitalism doesn't have much 
to do with this, actually. We hang onto capit­ 
alism because no other way ever has been 
devised to liberate men from political des­ 
potism. For Americans, the most signifi­ 
cant thing about capitalism is its adapta­ 
bility to their aims. Capitalism keeps growing. 
It is nothing like the capitalism of the 
19th century and hardly recognizable as the 
successor to the capitalism of the first 
third of the 20th century. Moreover, the 
capitalism of the 21st century will bear no 
resemblance to that of the present. Capital­ 
ism is a free system, like the people who 
employ it in behalf of their own freedom. 


THIS IS SOMETHING a doctrinaire of 
despotism, by whatever name it’s called, 
cannot understand Many Americans cannot 
understand it; they think capitalism is a 
static system, instead of a dynamic con­ 
cept of freedom They out-rival the socialists 
in spouting a theory of capitalism, instead 
of explaining its practice. 


Fortunately we capitalists have a pro­ 
gram for the future, too. 
We’re going lo keep giving free people a 
chance to live better while enslaved people 
get a bellyful of absolutism. 


De Gaulle Will Not Be Pushed 


There is no reason to be surprised by 
Gen. Charles de Gaulle’s refusal to do busi­ 
ness with the United Nations on the Bizerie 
issue. The Frenchman never has liked the 
United Nations. He doesn’t like it now. 
He will have his eye fixed on the United 
States, moreover, because the only dif­ 
ference between France’s situation in Tu­ 
nisia and this country’s situation in Cuba is 
that trouble has started in Tunisia and is 
still being 
postponed 
in Cuba. But it s

The Tunisians were not content to let 
well enough alone. They attacked the Bizerte 
base. The Cubans will not be content to 
settle for the indefinite occupation of the 
U.S. naval station at Guantanamo, either. 
Their president, Fidel Castro, is inflaming 
the issue in every public speech he makes. 
Eventually, Cubans 
will 
attack 
Guan­ 
tanamo. The United States will fight back. 
Cuba will run to the United Nations for pro­ 
tection against “Yankee imperialism.” ex­ 
actly the same as Tunisia sought U N. pro­ 
tection against French colonialism. 
The United Nations, dominated by nations 
that have resented colonialism and by na­ 
tions that never miss a chance to put a 
thum in the eye of the United States, Great 
Britain and France, will order a cease-fire 
at Guantanamo, exactly as it ordered a 
cease-fire at Bizerte. 
It then will become a m atter of the grav­ 
est importance that U S. forces at Guan­ 
tanamo struck back savagely at their Cuban 
attackers, mowing down half-trained Cuban 
militiamen with professional 
competence. 
This will tend to be additional proof of the 
“ ruthlessness” ami “ heartlessness” of the 
United States, Cuba, Castro and the Com­ 
munists will find themselves basking in a 
warm glow of international martyrdom. 
W’hen it happens, the United States will 
be furious. It will back away from the 
United Nations, showing its teeth. It will be 


criticized all over the world as a bad 
neighbor, though the fact simply will be 
that it was defending something that be­ 
longed to it against attack by people who 
had been aroused and misled for the sole 
purpose of seizing it and causing an incident. 


When it happens, as it certainly will hap­ 
pen. France’s dour De Gaulle, who rarely 
smiles, may laugh out loud. And especially 
if he is given reason to remember that 
Americans criticized him for not knuckling 
tinder tc the UmU-J Nations ".•ber 
was on the other foot.

That’s why the Italian govern­ 
ment has been stalling on the is­ 
suance of traveling papers for 
Frankie Costello, who really never 
lost the title of prime minister 
of the American underworld. 
Early last June the U.S. Immi­ 
gration and Naturalization Service 
asked the Italian government to 
forward documents which would 
permit the U.S. to deport Cos­ 
tello to Italy. The U.S. Embassy 
in Rome then contacted the proper 
Italian authorities. For almost two 
months that I know of, the Italian 
government politely considered the 
m atter and probably will still be 
doing so when this is printed. 


THE ITALIANS are justifiably 
resentful at being identified with 
the American mob w'hose chiefs 
left here anywhere from 40 to 60 
years ago, and wdio, in combine 
with criminals of other nationali­ 
ties, became millionaire under­ 
world operatives in the U.S. 
These mobsters get the glam or­ 
ized treatment back home an 
then 
are 
deported. 
They 
see 
Naples and live it up—like Mike 
Spinella. 
He was lifted out of New Jersey, 
dumped in Rome, mixed with at 
least 50 other deportees and fin­ 
ally set up a luxurious home in 
Capri. 
Others have been living in the 
Mils outside of Rome—few moun­ 
tain sides are more beautiful than 
these. Spinella hit the big time 
rackers back home decades ago 
His police record starts in the 
lush bootlegging days of 1927 
Furthermore, some of our Ital­ 
ian friends now point out, it is 
the American mob which really 
turned an ancient island terror­ 
ist band into 
an 
international 
crime cartel. 
They refer to the M a f i a on 
Sicily and say they would have 
contained it there if not for the 
operation of American criminals 
of all national backgrounds. 


THIS IS CORROBORATED by 
the cracking last May of a nar­ 
cotics nng in the U.S. which oper­ 
ated across at least four nations. 
This was a tightly disciplined 
ring which got its opium some­ 
where in the East—perhaps as 
far east as Communist 
China, 
which still peddles well over $600 
million worth of the raw “stuff” 
across the world. 
This opium was picked up by 
Corsican members of the inter­ 
national combine. 
The opium, worth millions, was 
turned into heroin in secret lab­ 
oratories n ear the tough port city 
of Marseilles 
The French police have been 
investigating them. Only they and 
Attorney General B o b Kennedy 
now can tell us if they’ve destroy­ 
ed these laboratories, from which 
the poison has flowed into the 
veins of so much of our society 
rn a score of big U.S. cities. 
From France the manufactured 
“junk” was smuggled across Italy.

Money Unites Europe

WASHINGTON 
That simple symbol of survival 
—the almighty buck — may do 
more to bring the people of West­ 
ern Europe together than all the 
philosophers, kings, wars and ora­ 
tory in history. 
The 
latest 
example: 
British 
Prime Munster Macmillan Mon­ 
day hemmed and hawed and hes­ 
itated but managed lo murmur 
he’d like to take Britain into Eu­ 
rope’s Common Market. 


He wasn’t talking out of an im­ 
pulse toward humanitarianism or 
nobility. Britain is hurting in the 
pocketbook. The history behind 
his wish and the Common Market 
had its roots in humility and des­ 
olation. 
For generations the West Eu­ 
ropeans lived like tomcats on the 
prowl for real estate or trade, 
even if it meant war. which it of­ 
ten did 
In the end they fought 
one war too many, the last one 
It left them broke and second 
rate in a now world dominated 
by the United States and Russia 
In their moment of disaster they 
suddenly showed a common sense 
which had been unthinkable when 
they bad muscle 
Soon after the war a French 
economist, Jean Monnet, had an 
idea. France and West Germany 
both had coal and iron ore. WTiy 
not pool their resources? Besides, 
it would bridge some of that an­ 
cient gulf between them. 
It would certainly help econom­ 
ically. The idea appealed, too, to 
Italy, the Netherlands, Belgium, 
Luxembourg. So the six nations 
signed a treaty creating the Eu­ 
ropean Coal and Steel Commun­ 
ity (ECSC). 
Another 
Frenchman. 
Premier 
Rene Pleven, got another thought, 
instead of having separate Euro­ 
pean armies glaring at each other 
as in the past, why not unify them 
in one army, including Germany, 
which then would be an ally and 
not an enemy? 
The 
French 
Parliament, 
still 
afraid of a rearmed Germany, 
killed this notion. But the idea of 
cooperation among the six—called 
the Inner Six—was just starting. 
In 
1957 they 
signed 
another 
treaty, called the European Eco­ 
nomic Community or Common 
Market. 
The 
six would 
trade 
freely 
among 
themselves, 
wiping 
out 
tariffs on each other’s goods. A 
man in Rome could buy a Ger­ 
man car for tile same price ho d 
pay in Bonn 
With this start, it was thought, 
the Inner Six could go on to ever 
greater 
cooperation. 
perhaps 
some day to a common citizen-

ship 
Collectively 
they 
would 
achieve far greater strength in 
coping with the United States and 
Russia than they could ever hope 
for singly. 


But Britain, with its long lone- 
wolf history of staying out of con­ 
tinental entanglements and play­ 
ing one power off against another, 
wouldn’t join. 


It created a rival trading group 
of its own called the European 
Free Trade Association (EFTA) 
in 1960. It had seven members 
— known as the Outer Seven — 
Britany 
Switzerland, 
Austria, 
Portugal, Sweden, Norway, Den­ 
mark 


But while the purpose of the In­ 
ner Six was to eliminate tariff 
harriers against their own gixxls 
they also arranged to create a 
uniform tariff wall against the 
goods from any other country. 
This began to hurt British trade 
The Inner Six nations have 160 
million people The Outer Seven 
have only 85 million Britain be­ 
gan to see itself squeezed out of 
many of its traditional markets. 
So 
Macmillan 
finally 
came 
around to the idea that if you can’t 
lick em. join em. and he is start­ 
ing to talk of taking Britain into 
the Common Market of the Inner 
Six. Immediately afterwards the 
headquarters of Britain's partners 
in the Outer Seven urged the 
merger of the seven with the six. 
Before it can fill happen a lot 
of difficulties—jpr instance, Bri­ 
tain’s owm preferential trade ar­ 
rangements with the nations in 
the British Commonwealth—have 
to be considered. 
But if the merger comes, it will 
be a new era and more civilized 
era than any Western Europe has 
ever known. In time it might— 
but this seems far off now—lead 
to a United States of Europe. 
If it happens thanks must go 
to the power of the buck and not 
to man s ability to settle his af­ 
fairs 
intelligently 
because 
he 
wanted to be intelligent.

In a subsequent letter of ex­ 
planation to the French foreign 
minister, Mr. Hammarskiold de­ 
clared that his attitude was “based 
solely on the interpretation of the 
duties of the secretary general 
and of the principles of the char­ 
ter adopted by the organization 
in the past, and also on the inten­ 
tions. I venture to believe, of all 
the members of the council who 
voted for the interim resolution.” 


Rut is it the function of the sec­ 
retary general of the U N. to inter­ 
pret the “intentions” of the mem­ 
bers of the United Nations? 
Media:ion has been most suc­ 
cessful rn the history’ of diplomacy 
when undertaken with the con­ 
sent of both sides in a dispute and 
when the mediators confine them­ 
selves at first to fact finding. 


Then, after feeling out each of 
the parties, proposals can be sub­ 
mitted for the adjustment of the 
dispute. 
President de Gaulle was right in 
refusing at this time to see Mr. 
Hammarskjold in Pans. For the 
latter had unwittingly disqualified 
himself as a mediator by confer- 
nng with the Tunisian government 
without first having 
agreement to talk with the other 
party in the controversy. 
What the United Nations secre- 
tan at should have been at work 
on during these past few days was 
an investigation of exactly what 
happened before and after Prest- 
dent Bourgtnba ordered a siege 
of the F'rench base at Bizerte and 
his troops opened fire on French 
paratroopers reinforcing the base. 
The world should have been 
given the facts, and both sides 
should have been permitted to 
state the reasons for their respec­ 
tive actions before an attempt wa? 
made to launch proposals for a 
settlement. 


EVERY MEDIATOR in any im­ 
portant controversy finds it neces­ 
sary. above all, to establish his 
position as one of complete im­ 
partiality. An editorial rn the Balti­ 
more Sun. reprinted in Europe, 
says in part: 
“ Mr. Hammarskjold’s personal 
intervention in the Bizerte affair 
displayed 
less 
than 
his 
usual 
finesse. He flew to Tunisia in re­ 
sponse to a direct plea from Presi­ 
dent Boiirguiba and not on explicit 
instructions 
from 
the 
Security 
Council. This allowed the French 
to claim that he was playing the 
Tunisian side. though his inten­ 
tion is to play the honest broker ’ 
Also, with passions raised to a 
high point w’hen fighting occurs, 
it is especially important, after 
a cease fire, to allow for a rooling- 
off period before any actual peace 
proprosals are brough! forward 
In the Tunisian controversy, the 
United Nations called for a ' cease 
fire,” and it was obeyed by both 
sides, though the F’reneh refused 
to withdraw to the naval base 


troops they had moved into the 
city to repulse the attack. 
But the Tunisian government im­ 
mediately sent its foreign minister 
to Cairo 
to 
arrange 
with 
the 
United Arab Republic for “volun­ 
teers” to help fight the French 
forces. 
This does not augur well for a 
negotiation in good faith. Presi­ 
dent Nasser has just announced 
that he is sending military equip­ 
ment and supplies to the Tunisian 
armed forces but will the United 
Nations take cognizance of this 
obvious intervention by military 
means. 
To run to Nasser, 
who has 
hitherto been hostile to the Presi­ 
dent of Tunisia, is strange indeed 
For only three years ago Tunisia 
broke off diplomatic relations with 
the United Arab Republic and ac­ 
cused the latter of being involved 
in a plot to assassinate Bouguiba 
Another strange happening is 
recorded in a dispatch to the l/in- 
don Daily Telegraph from Rome, 
where it has just leaked out that, 
the Tunisian government—before 
the Bizerte episode—concluded an 
agreement for new oil projects in 
Tunisia with Signor Mattel, the 
head of the Italian State Petroleum 
Co. This is the same individual 
who has been getting cut rates

acquire a substantial share of the 
oil resources of the Sahara. It is 
widely 
believed

Bourguiba saw a chance to enrich 
his country by making up with 
the Algerians, with w’hom he has 
hitherto been at loggerheads. 
His action came at the very 
moment whim F’rance and Algeria, 
in peace negotiations at Evian-fes- 
Bains, were struggling with the 
problem of Sahara oil. 
Shortly after the Bizerte crisis, 
un'Le ‘ 
collapsed w h e n the 
Algerians asked for an indefimte 
suspension, presumably to work 
out a deal with Tunisia. 
So if there were a real inquiry 
into the whole Tunisian affair and 
the facts were given to the world, 
many high-sounding phrases in 
espousal of “ self-determination” 
and “anti-colonialism” would turn 
out to be a cover for a material­ 
istic quest. 
The Soviets have their eyes on 
the exploitation of the Sahara’s oil 
resources for their own purposes 
and will furnish money for de­ 
velopment provided they can get 
a hold on certain African coun­ 
tries and start a series of moves 
that will adversely affect the com­ 
panies of the West which have oil 
pipelines and refineries in the 
Middle Flash 


THE MYSTERY of why Mr. 
Bourguiba has suddenly turned on 
his Western friends and provoked 
a quarrel with France is gradual­ 
ly being explained by what is 
happening rn the grab for the 
Sahara’s oil resourses. 
France has a treaty right to 
keep the Bizerte naval base until 
such time as a satisfactory agree­ 
ment with Tunisia is achieved by 
direct negotiations. 
The U N is neither a su p e rn a ­ 
tional body nor a superstate, and 
its usefulness as a peacemaker in 
the future will he enhanced only 
if it confines itself to the role of 
mediator and shuns partisanship 
Otic way to achieve that result 
is to send a special U N com­ 
mission of at least three persons, 
appointed in each instance bv the 
Security Council itself, to mediate, 
and not rely on one man. even if 
he is the secretary general.
